Port of Spain, Trinidad, December 21.— 
The blockade of Venezuelan ports was be 
gun with an effective force at midnight 
last night. The British have the cruisers 
Indefatigable, Alert and Tribune, the spe- 
cial service steamer Columbine, and the 
torpedo boat destroyer Rocket, along the 
coast. The cruiser Ariadne, the flag ship 
of Vice Admiral Douglass, is here and wi?!) 
remain here. All the British operations 
will be directed from Trinidad. 

The cruiser Vineta, the German flaz 
ship, left here this morning for La Guay- 
ra to reinforce the German cruisers Ga- 
zelle, Panther and Falke and the training 
Ship Stosch. The Charlotte, another 
training ship, has left here for St. Lucia, 
her presence on the blockade apparently 
being unnecessary. 

It is. reported here that Mr. Haggard, 
British minister to Venezuela, has said 
that Great Britain had acted only after 
great provocation, and that the whole 
world must approve of what she did. The 
climax to Anglo-Venezuelan relations was 
reached when a Venezuelan gun boat 
captured a British merchant on the high 
seas, shipped her crew and valuables and 
landed them at Margarita island. Then 
Great; Britain determined to act. Mr. 
Haggard and the German representative, 
Herr Von Pilgrim Baltazzi, are said ta 
have left Caracas secretly in the fear 
that they might be held as hostages by 
President Castro. 

SALUTES ARE FIRED TO 
AMERICAN BATTLE SHIPS 

The United States battle ships Kear- 
Sarge and Alabama arrived here this af- 
ternoon. Their appearance provoked con- 
siderable comment on shore, but when 
Admiral Higginson called upon the acting 
governor of Trinidad and the commander 
of the British ships he took occasion to 
explain that the visit to this port of the 
American men-of-war was part of the 
usual winter trip of the squadron. As th® 
American vessels entered the harbor the 
Charlotte saluted Admiral Higginson’'s 
flag, a courtesy which was also extended 
by the British ships. The salutes were re- 
turned. The Kearsarge and Alabama 
were anchored outside the British war 
ships which are guarding four Venezuelan 
vessels, none of which flies either ths 
British or Venezuelan flag. The Restau- 
rador, which was ceptured from Vene- 
zuela by the Germans, fites the German 
flag and is used by them for dispatch 
purposes.

bilities of wide-spread trouble that it is 
the duty of this government to go just as 
far as it can to promote a peaceful settle- 
ment.

No Love for Castro. 

There is no love felt in official circles 
for this President Castro, who has in so 
brief a time become a world issue. The 
state department of the United States 
has had dealings with him, and these 
have not tended to the development of 
any great amount of respect for him. His 
honesty. his integrity,-his ability to deal 
fairly and squarely with his fellow-men— 
these are impugned by those who have 
had most to do with this government’s 
dealings with Venezuela since he appear- 
ed on the scene. The mildest comment 
made upon him is that he ought to be 
beneath notice. 

But he has to be noticed because he has 
brought his country to a state where 
there are dangers of the Monroe docirine 
becoming involved; go the men who think 
least of Castro as an individual are 
spending sleepless nights in an endeavor 
to extricate him from his present diffi- 
culty. : 

The Monroe Doctrine. 

The Monroe doctrine is a highly cherish- 
ed institution which manifests a period- 
ical tendency to involve this country in 
more or less acute troubles. Between 
these periods of acute trouble, the doc- 
trine—or rather the misinterpretation 
placed upon it by those for whose benefit 
it was enunciated—constantly militates 
againet the commerce of the United States 
in Central and South America. The total] 
tangible benefit which this country de- 
rives from it is therefore a minus 
quantity, and decidedly minus at that. 
Of course there is back of it a magnif- 
cent sentiment—that of preservation of

Now that Venezuela is in dire straits, 
her citizens and all their kins-folk in oth- 
er republics south of us are invoking the 
aid of the Monroe doctrine to shield them 
from the consequences -f their ill-consid- 
ered acts.

AGED MINISTER 
DIES AT DALTON 


Rev, W. C. Richardson, Sol- 
dier and Preacher, Ans- 
wers Last Call. 


Dalton, Ga., December 21.—(Special.)— 
Rev. W. C. Richardson died at his home 
near Dalton early this morning. 

He was born in Rutherford county, 
North Carolina, March 16, 1815, and was, 
therefore, nearly eighty-eight years of 
age. Heart trouble was the cause of his 
death. 

He was one of the oldest and most 
prominent citizens of Whitfield county, 
having lived here nearly all his life. He 
married Miss Eliza Swift, in Franklin 
county, Georgia, who survives him, and 
who together recently celebrated their 
golden wedding. 

He was ordained a Methodist minister 
in 1837, and was a faithful servant of 
God—an upright Christian gentleman. 

During his life he held several positions 
of honor and trust. He was a veteran of 
the Indian war, and was elected captain 
of a confederate company, but objections 
were raised on account of his age and 
physical disability, and he could not 
serve. 

He was county school commissioner of 
Whitfield county for sixteen years, and 
was a member of the legislature in 1877, 
representing this county. 

He was prominently connected, being 
an uncle of Mrs. Maddox, wife of Solicitor 
General Sam P. Maddox. Besides his 
wife, he is survived by his children: Mrs, 
W. H. Reed, of Newton county, Georgia; 
W. 8S. Richardson, of Atlanta, R. J. Le 
Richardson, of Chattanooga, and G. V. 
Richardson and two daughters, Misses 
Ella and Nannie Richardson, who reside 
at the home place. 

The funeral will occur from the resi- 
dence at 1:30 o’clock tomorrow, and the 
remains will be interred in the family 
burying ground. 

Caytain McCartney. 


Washington, December 21.—Captain 
Daniel P. McCartney, a retired naval of- 
ficer, died here today. He was appointed 
to the navy’ from Baltimore in 1861, and 
served throughout the civil war, chiefly 
with the north Atlantic squadron. He 
was retired in 1892. 


Charles F. Griffin. 


Hammond, Ind., December 21.—Charles 
F. Griffin, former secretary of state, died 
here today. He was one of the best 
known men in the northwestern part 
of the state. In 1892 he was one of the 
delegates at large for the national re- 
publican convention. At one time he was 
national commander of the Sons of Vet- 
erans.

She was a lovely 
Christian character, and a strict mem- 
ber of the Methodist church.

James W. Moore died at midnight, at his 
home, after several days of serious ill- 
ness.

Local Train Strikes the Rear of the 
“Owl” Train—Passengers Buried 
Under the Debris and Res- 
cuers Cut and Saw 
Them Out. 


December 21.—Eighteen 

killed and twenty- 
injured in the collision last 
between. the southbound Los 
Angeles “Owl’’ train and the Stock- 
ton flier. It was a rear-end collision, 
the engine of the local plowing its way 
Into the last coaches of the. Owl, which 
was filled with Fresno people. The pas- 
sengers who escaped death were hurled 
to the fore part of the coach, crushed 
in between the mass of debris, their suf- 
ferings and Canger intensified a hundred 
fold by the clouds of scalding steam that 
poured out upon them from the shatter- 
ed boiler of the Stockton engine. 

After the Owl left the Oakland mole It 
was noted that there was a leak in the 
flue of the engine. This increased to such 
an extent that it was deemed advisable to 
stop here to take up a freight engine for 
relief. The train officials knew that the 
Stockton loca] train was following a half 
hour behind and a flagman was sent back 
to give warning of .-the presence of the 
Owl. 

It is said that the Stockton train, in 
charge of Engineer McGuire and Fireman 
Joyce, got the warning signal in due time, 
and gave the usual response with whistle 
blasts. Why the incoming train was not 
checked, however, has not thus far been 
explained, the men who could give the 
facts being numbered among the badly 
injured. On came the train, with appar- 
ently scarcely and diminution of speed, 
and the Fresno coach was completely te!- 
escoped. So forcibly did the local meet 
the rear of the Ow] that the end of the 
second car, the dining car, was smashed 
in and the three’ cooks were seriously 
hurt. 

It seems miraculous that the horror ot 
the fire was not added to the direful disas 
ter, but the penned up victims were, with 
seemingly Providential intervention, spar- 
éd from flame, for the oil burners were 
extinguished when the crash came. 
RESCUING THE INJURED 

FROM UNDER THE DEBRIS 

Relief quickly came to the passengers 
who were penned in the wreckage, axes 
and saws being brought into play anal 
passengers and train crew lending eager 
aid. 

Messengers were sent to Byron Hot 
Springs, a short distance away, and Dr. 
Byrd, of the Springs, with Dr. J. D. Da- 
vidson, of Fresno, who was a guest, came 
quickly to the station. A trained nurse 
accompanied them, and first aid was

Every effort was made to al- 
leviate their sufferings, and those who 
were unable to proceed on the journey 
were taken either to the Springs hotel or 
the church in Byron, which was tempo- 
rarily transformed into a hospital. 

None of the passengers of the Stock- 
ton train was injured and all of the crew 
of the Owl escaped unhurt. 
~ Of the eighteen killed it was possible to 
identify but one person. The others were 
not known to their fellow-passengers, and 
nothing was found on their persons to 
furnish a clew to their names or resi- 


dence.

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Chicago, December 21.—After a series of 
experiments covering a period of more 
than five years, W. Byron Coakley, a 
well-known vivisectionist of Chicago, has 
Giscovered that to administer loca] treat- 
ment to the heart is not the impossibility 
the world’s scientists have always held it 
to be.

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A Cause for Christmas Joy. 

Those commercial politicians who 
seem to real.y think that figures are 
fattening aré just now exulting and 
asking the rank and file of us to give 
three cheers -nd a tiger, because the 
cost of living is 1 per cent cheaper 
than it was a year ago on the Ist day 
of December. Although this important 
fact has been printed in the republican 
newspapers for a couple of weeks past 
minder bold -ccre-heads, we have not 
noticed any general uprising of the 
populace to hold praise-meetings in 
gratitude for the information. 

The quiet citizen who last year spent 
$10 for corn meal does not seem to bé 
as duly hilarious as he ought to be 
over the fact that corn is now 5 cents 
per bushel lower than last Christmas 
and his dodger bill for the year is 
therefore reduced in the aggregate to 
$9.90. What demon of discontent 
keeps him silent of hurrahs with this 
great feat of republican § prosperity 
staring him in the face must be ex- 
ceedingly puzzling to the party man- 
agers who sit in the seats of the 
mighty in Washington. 

Apples are $2 per barrel lower than 
last year and perhaps, after all, that | 
will account in some large degree for 
the republican majorities in November 
last. For what good American house- 
wife, given to the creation of “apple 
sass” and the compounding of those 
delights of the-doctors—just plain, 
common, fork-impinged apple pies— 


but back of all ebch spasins flows the 


strong current of American common 
sense and intelligent patriotism. That 
current will be, we believe, proof 
against any efforts that agitators may 
make to introduce into it the foreign 
craft of paternalism in the soctalistic 
form. 

That there will be experiments here 
and there in species of socialism is. 
more than probable—indeed, is now 
in evidence in some places. But the 
segregated character of our political 
system, with its divided voices and 
responsibilities of county, city, state 
and nation, must, so long as they sub- 
sist, make concerted programmes of 
socialism impossible. 

The good archbishop, we hope, has 
mistaken a dust whirl in the big road 
for the core of an incipient cyclone, 
and we really think he will later on 
give over his dread and take a firmer 
grip on the perseverance in America 
of democratic principles. 


Can We Afford a War? 

This country is not in need of a war 
with any foreign power, or alliance of 
such powers. We are getting along 
very nicely as things are and cooking 
up slowly internal troubles that will 
furnish us all the excitement that our 
over-rich blood may require later on. 

It might suit the republican party 
managers to have a war. 

But war is a very serious proposi- 
tion nowadays. While we are dis- 
posed to make a mite of fun now and 
then of the Spanish-American shoot- 
ing-match, in which Spain got snuffed 
out so ingloriously, nevertheless we 
cannot contemplate otherwise than se- 
riously the prospect of having to mix 
things up with the peoples of King 
‘Edward, Kaiser William and King 
Victor Emanuel. 

We Americans are a very optimistic 
and self-reliant people. It is more 
than likely that when we got right 
down to business we could keep those 
nations from walking on us. It is cer- 
tain we could not keep their combined 
navies from knocking down a lot of 
our second and third rate seaport 
cities that we have left practically un- 
defended. But on the land—our own 
land—we are quite as sure to be in- 
vincible. If we could get their armies 
to come inland we would teach them 
some tricks in the fighting line that 
would make them think “Home, Sweet 
Home” the divinest music ever sung 
or played! 

But stppose they just refuse to 
come off their ships and just cruise 
around and tie us up to our own ter- 
ritory? What then? Of course we 
could stand it, with our vast resources 
of self-support, for a few thousand 
years, but what would be the end of all 
that enforced isolation? It might 
cause us to lose Porto Rico, Hawail 
and that blessed brood of Philippine 
islands—and can we afford to do that? 
It would jolt our “manifest destiny” 
to smash, but rather than that, can 
we better afford to crawfish and shelve 


‘the Monroe doctrine away back along- 


side the constitution? 
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The Money in Potatoes. 

It would not be advisable for every- 
body with a patch of ground handy to 
go into potato raising, but there is 
still room in that industry for a great 
many people to improve their farming 
records and become independent. This 
is especially true for the south and 
causes us to call attention to the mat- 
ter, 

Few 1°ople are aware of the fact 
that last year the United States im- 
ported 8,000,000 bushels of potatoes 


finding that her apple bills for the 
year fell off four bits could have re- | 
sisted the temptation to rally her old 
man to the polls for the beneficent 
policy that produced that reduction? 

Oats, also,:met with a decline of 13 
cents a busnel and that probably 
Baved the farmer who raised the oats 
five good big dollars on:the aforesaid 
oats that he fed the horses and mules 
that raised “them oats.” Of course, 
he could do no less than vote for pro- 
tection and prosperity! 

We democrats, meanwhile, had to 
pay $2 more per barrel for our mess 
pork, $1 a hundred more for lard to 
float it in, 38 cents per 100 pounds 
more for live beef, 2 cents a dozen ad- 
Vance on eggs and 3 1-2 cents more 
per pound for butter—but we doubt- 
_ less deserved our burden for trying to 
indulge ourselves in the delusions of 
republican prosperity “for republicans 
only!” 

Still we feel bound to tell our read- 
ers that they are living for 1 per cent 
less than a year ago and let each one 
of them celebrate the joyous Christ- 
mas fact as he feels able. . 
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A False Alarm. 

* Our country, like our capital city, is 
one of “magnificent distances.” So far 
there is no objection to be voice«.. but 
when we get into the habit of taking 
magnificent views of our perils as well 
as our possessions there is good rea- 
s0n to deplore such a result. 

The latest instance of that deplora- 
ble tendency is found in an address 
by Archbishop Keane, of Dubuque, 
who announces that he is so “appall- 
ed” by the rapid growth of socialism 
in this country that he can scarce cred- 
it his own senses! He sees in it “the 
evil extreme” of which “anarchy is the 
other extreme” and begs his fellow- 
citizens to seek truth in the middle 
course. 

We are afraid the cminent arch 
bishop is another good man gone 
wrong temporarily fn his vision. The 
returns do not seem to us to bear out 
the diagnosis he makes of the men- 
acing growth of any dangerous form 
of socialism. The accretions of the so- 
Cialist votes in Massachusetts, New 
York and Pennsylvania in the last 
election were scarcely more than an 
evidence that a lot of voters, perplexed 
between republican oppressions and 
democratic inefficacy, “took to the 
woods.”

A few days ago we printed in The 
Constitution an item concerning a 
yield of 100 bushels of potatoes, on a 
truck farm patch of a third of an acre, 
near Atlanta—the potatoes weighing 
from eight ounces to one pouna and 
thirteen ounces each. But apart from 
that special culture it is well known 
that we have in the souta plenty of 
land capable of producing the ordinary 
potatoes of commerce and there is 
every reason why our southern farm- 
ers should raise that 8,000,000 bushels 
we import and take to themselves the 
market for them that is as sure and 
more profitable than that for cotton.

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The Monroe Doctrine. 

In arecent debate on the tense Vene- 
zuelan situation in an executive ses- 
sion of tue United States senate, Sen- 
ator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, one 
of the strong, clear-headed, statesman- 
like figures in that body—the man 
whose old-fashioned American resolu- 
tion, when the declaration of war 
upon Spain was made, estopped all 
possibilities of involuntary Cuban 
annexation—is quoted as having said: 

The Monroe doctrine is_ sufficiently 
strong for us to use in denying the rights 
of any European power to do anything 
on this continent that we believe is in- 
imical to us and to our peace and safety. 


This is a sweeping declaration, but 
the Monroe doctrine means just that 
or nothing. As The New York Even- 
ing Post points out, no less an Amer- 
ican statesman than Daniel Webster 
took identically the same position, the 
occasion being his celebrated speech 
on the Panama mission. While ad- 
mitting that the general principle of 
national law is opposed to interfering 
with the policies of other states, he de- 
clared that there must necessarily be 
an exception when the gravest danger 
threatened the existence of one nation 
from the action of another nation to 
ward a third. In his own words: 

It is not a slight injury, it is net even 
a@ great inconvenience, that makes out a 
case. There must be danger to our se- 
curity, or danger, manifest or imminent 
danger, to our essential rights and our 
essential interests. * * * Our right -to 
interfere in any such case Is but the ex- 
ercise of the right of reasonable and nec- 
essary self-defense. 


It might be well, at this critical 
juncture, to rummage the national doc- 
ument garret and réfresh our memo- 
ries as to just what John Quincy 
Adams did have President Monroe say

its guidance in foreign relations, and 
immortalized the name of the accred- 
ited author. The gist of the Monroe 
doctrine is contained in the following 
excerpt from the presidential message 
of December 2, 1823: ; 

In the wars of the European powers in 
matters relating to themselves we have 
never taken any part, nor does it comport 
with our policy to do so. It is only when 
rights are invaded or seriously menaced 
Ahat we resent injuries or make prepara- 
With the move- 


cessity more immediately connéeted and 
by causes which must be obvious to all 
enlightened and impartial observers. We 
owe it, therefore. to candor and to the 
amicable relations existing between the 
United States and those powers to de- 
clare that we should consider any attempt 
on their part to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as dan- 
gerous to our peace and safety. With the 
existing colonies or dependencies of any 
European power we have not interfered 
and shall not interfere; but with the gov- 
ernments who have declared their inde- 
pendence and maintained it, and whose 
independence we have on great consijera- 
tion and on just principles acknowledged, 
we could not view any interposition for 
the purpose of oppressing them or con- 
troling in any other manner tneir destiny 
by any European power in any other light 


‘than as the manifestation of an unfriend- 


ly disposition toward the United States. 

It does not require an international 
lawyer to interpret “interposition for 
the purpose of oppressing them or con- 
trolling in any other manner their des- 
tiny” as.comprehending aggressions 
not at all confined to territorial ag- 
grandizement or plain “land-grabbing.” 
Oppression is an exceedingly elastic 
word, by no means restricted to do- 
main confiscation and national ex- 
tinction, as in the historic case of 
Poland. To oppress may mean many 
things. Webster defines the word: 
“To impose excessive burdens upon; 
to overload; hence, to treat with un- 
just rigor or with cruelty.” 

As if the term ‘“oppressing” were 
not broad enough, the Monroe doc- 
trine seeks to inhibit a European pow- 
er from controlling the destiny of a 
Spanish-American republic. Here is 
broadness with a vengeance. The 
destiny of a people may be controlled 
in divers ways, and it must be admit- 
ted by the most obtuse that when the 
European bill collectors smash Vene- 
zuela’s national furniture because she 
cannot at this time settle, and let slip 
upon her prostrate form the mad dogs 
of intestine revolution and chaos, they 
are most decidedly taking a hand in 
shaping destiny. There are other 
“movements” in Central and South 
America than foreign dominion that 
the United States are “immediately 
connected” with, and such movements 
are not altogether in the future. Some 
of them are to be referred to in the 
past tense. 

It is not the circumscription of the 
Monroe doctrine that should concern 
the American people in an emergency 
like that presented by Venezuela. 

Rather, the question is, can we vent- 
ure to essay the role of such a wide- 
bestriding colossus?

America’s Commercial Activity. 

In hanging@out the danger signal, 
Magnate Hill, of the Northern Pacific, 
must think himself endowed with pre- 
science, for there seems to be noth- 
ing to warrant pessimistic predictions 
in commercial forecasts based on pres- 
ent trade conditions. On the contrary, 
the outlook appears to be as inspiriuz 
as the azure skies and balmy zephyrs 
of May. 

In the manufacturing field there is 
no sign of enforced curtailment of out- 
put. The stagnation and disaster re- 
ported in kindred industries in Europe 
hold well aloof from the United States. 
Our manufactured exports are quite 
sharply on the increase, as is shown 
by a late bulletin of the bureau of 
statistics at Washington, according to 
which the value of our exported man- 
ufactures for the present calendar year 
will be approximately $415,000,000. 
This will be practically a repetition 
of the phenomenal record of 1900, and 
this at a time when the markets of the 
world are regarded as overstockec. 
The competitive capacity of the 
yankee manufacturer can be judged 
when it is statistically shown that 
more than $200,000,000 worth of such 
exports are being sold right in our 
foreign rivals’ domestic territory, em- 
bracing pretty much the whole of 
Europe. 

Agriculturally, the United States is 
laughing with fatness this year. We 
can feed the world, and this country 
is fast becoming the world’s granary. 
Our breadstuffs traffic is rolling 
strongly abroad. We are teaching the 
Europeans to eat corn meal and sweet 
potatoes. The “bumiper” crop is very 
much in evidence just now. Railroad 
authorities estimate that it weuld re 
quire at least 50,000 more freigh: cars 
ito satisfactorily handle the present 
traffic of the country. Not that there 
is nut a proportional increase in b»x- 
ear building. During the -pasi eight 
vears, it is stated that from 1,22%781, 
freight cars have increased to 1,500- 
000. But this will not afford a fair 
idea of the increased carrying capacity 
of the railroads. The moderr. car has 
been greatly enlarged. As a railroad 
authority explains: 

While the cars of 1894 would rarely take 
over 20,000 pounds, and never over 30,000, 
those of 1901 run as high as 100,000 pounds, 
and among the cars in use today those 
carrying at least 60,000 to 80,000 pounds 
are the prevailing number. In 18% there 
were 36,304 locomotives: now there are 
about forty thousand, and from ma- 
chines seldom weighing over 60 tons we 
have come to engines rarely falling be- 
low 135 tons. Some monsters weigh 200 


tons. 
It is further stated that the railroads 


of the United States handled 674,714.- 
474 tons of goods and produce in 1894, 
and in 1901, 1,084,066,451 tons. The 
estimate is 1,100,000,000 tons for 1902. 
According to the figures of the inter- 
State commerce commission ihe net 
income of the railroads has incr2ased 
in five years some 300 per cent, and 
the present calendar year will more 
than sustain that ratio of increase. 
For six months past, as is wel] 
known, there has becn an unusual con- 
gestion of railroad traffic, resulting 
: from insufficient rolling stock.

MAGAZINE GOING, SAYS HILLIS. 


Brosklyn Minister Believes Daily 
Newspapers Will Soon Drive It Out. 
“The age of the book and periodical is 
fast disappearing,’ declared the Rev. 
Newell Dwight Hillis, pastor of the 
Plymouth church, Brooklyn, who visited 


Chicago Sunday. 

Before many years he believes the daily 
paper will have so reduced the sale of 
books and magazines of every-kind that 
the two latter will cease to be printed. 

In an interview before he left the city 
yesterday, Dr. Hillis said: 

“T look forward to the day, net so far 
distant as it may be imagined, when 
everything of interest will be published 
in the daily papers. The magazine ariti- 
cle of the future will be printed in the 
Saturday or Sunday paper. The work of 
fiction, the literary works, both lengthy 
and short, will be printed chapter by 
chapter in the morning daily paper. 

“The time will come when the news of 
the paper will be so condensed that the 
business man may get the news of the 
country with his breakfast. He may 
read the first or third chapter of the new- 
est article of fiction and a discussion of 
the leading international question on his 
way down town in the car, or airship, or 
whatever mode of conveyance fs in use at 
that time. 

“The newspapas are progressing in 
every way. To be a newspaper man 
means to be a college graduate, and the 
newspaper man must be reserved and 
Silent, but teeming with knowledge of the 
world’s events. 

“The time will come when there will 
be one publication—the newspaper. In it 
will be everything of interest. everything 
that will add to the knowledge of man.”’

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CASTRO AS COURAGEOUS 


Says President of Venezuela Is a Man Without Fear. 
The Profession of Arms with Him Is a — 
Hereditary Trait. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, December 21.—(Special.)— 
Senor Don Augusto F. Pulido, the young 
Venezuelan diplomat who is acting as 
charge d'affaires here for his govern- 
ment, is one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps. His father 
Was an eminent statesman and diplomat 
who represented his country here in 
Washington and at the principal capitals 
of Europes, and the son has had every 
advantage of education and travel. He 
is particularly close to President Castro, 
who was, in a sense, a protege’ of his 
father. This fact lends especial] inierest 
to the: pen picture of the Venezuelan 
president which Senor Pulido gives in a 
recent interview. 

A Man of Strength. 

General Castro has béen represented as 
uncouth, untrained and without ability; 
Senor Pulido sees him in a different light. 
“President Castro will meet such emer- 
gencies as may arise in his usual straight- 
forward ard just manner,’’ says he. 
“Castro does not lack back bone. His 
acts during the past few days demon- 
etrate that, and the manner he has dealt 
with revolutions and revolutionists in the 
past leaves no doubt on that point. I 
know the man. He studied statecraft 
under my father, who was his colleague 
in the Venezuelan legislature, and who 
asvwarly as 1851 was minister to this coun- 
try and served his own ceuntry faith- 
fully in thirteen different and important 
missions. I first saw Castro when I was 
a boy, when he was a member of the 
legislature. Even at that early day he 
was looked upon 2s something out of the 
common, and I well recollect hearing my 
to some of his colleagues: 
‘Keep your eyes on Castro; some day 
he will cut no small figure in public af- 
fairs.’ The prophecy has been fulfilled, 
for today qgll eyes are upon him and won- 
dering what he will do next. Rest as- 
sured he will do nothing rash. 

A Small Man But Strenuous. 

“Born in the state of the Andes about 
forty-five years ago, Castro is an inter- 
estigg personality. He is below the me- 
dium height, dark featured as becomes a4 
Latin, while his eyes are dark, large and 
piercing—veritable human searchlights 
which seem to read your innermost 
thoughts. He is without fear, and to 
think, with him. is to act and take the 
consequences. His face is covered with 
a beard .that is so black that it almost 
looks blue in the sunlight. He is firm, 
but not a tyrant, and is kind af heart 
when he is not too much imposed upon. 
His recent courtesy to Mme. ‘Baltazzi 
and his’ kind words for her husband, in 


spite of the present unpleasant condition 
of affairs. show the mental Dalance of the 
man better than I can picture him. 

“Castro never had a military training 
except such as he has gained in the field 
in actual warfare, and yet he is a soldier 
of no mean ability, as his public career 
demonstrates. And here I will add that 
all Venezuelans are natural soldiers. Bol- 
ivar never crossed the threshold of a mil- 
itar~ school. as was the case of his pro- 
totype Washington, but he knew enough 
of the art of war to win the independence 
of his people from one of the most pow- 
erful nations of Burope, and whose iIn- 
fantry was considered almost invincible. 
I have said that all Venezuelans are nat- 
ural soldiers. The profession of arms 
with them is a hereditary traj{, by reason 
of the years. thelr ancestors were en- 
gaged in wars with the Spantards. 

This trait not only obtains among the 
people of pure Spanish descent, but 
among the Indians. All take to arms as 
naturally as a child to its mother's milk. 
While they are not absolutely born with 
arms in their hands, they know at an 
early age how to use them. 


The Latin an Idealist. 

“From an Anglo-Saxon standpoint, it 
‘s difficult to take the full measure of & 
Latin. The methods of the two races are 
s4 different. One achieves revolutions by 
the ballot. the other by the musxet It 
mav be deplorable, but such are the facts. 
We must allow much for environment, 
racial differences and education. The 
Latin is to a certain degree an idealist. 
He will go to the stake or the scaffold for 
an idea: and after all, the world has been 
lifted higher by lofty ideals and senti- 
ment than it has from icy cold material- 
ism. Each race is working out its own 
destiny in its own veculiar way, and by 
ways best sulted to each race. 

“There are three millions of Vene- 
zuelans. They know how to fight, and 
are willing to fight to the last gasp in 
defense of the honor of their country. 
It is true that they have not modern guns, 
but they know how to use those they 
possess, and the nation that thinks they 
will not use them, and to advantage, will 
find when war is once declared that it is 
a mistake. This is as far as I care to 
go in this direction. 

“The mixture of the Spaniard with the 
ratives has produced some splendid men 
and beautiful women in Venezuela, Some 
of the me&tizzos are members of the 
aristocracy. There is little of race preju- 
dice among the people, and this fact 
makes the people who inhabit the country 
homogeneoys and will always prove an 
element of safety to the nation when its 
fe is assailed. President Castro’s wife 
is one of the most beautiful women in the 
republic.”’ 
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SIDELIGHTS ON SUCCESS 
OF MAJOR G. M. RYALS

Major G. M. Ryals is a well-known fig- 
ure in the industrial and political life 
ef Georgia. His success is an established 
fact and has been lauded in the press 
from time to time; but there are other 
reasons outside of the way he grows 
his crops which have had possibly even 
more to do with his success. 

A chance remark of the major’s, to a 
friend during the meeting of the agricul- 
tural society, cuncentrated my desire to 
visit him at his home in Savannah and 
take a look over his farm myself. The 
remark in question was as follows: 

“My success,’’ said the major, ‘is not 
due to the fact that [ama better farmer 
than many of my neighbors, but because 
I buy in the cheapest market and sell 
in the dearest.”’ 

When asked if this was s0, Major 
Ryals replied: ‘My dear sir, that’s all 
there is in it. Unless you know how to 
buy and sell, you are working for the 
other fellow instead of yourself. To il- 
lustrate, I had four mules on my upper 
place that I needed here at Savannah. 
The railroad wanted to charge me % each 
to bring these ‘mules down. They would 
bring a car load, however, for $29. When 
asked if it made any difference if the 
car was made up of part mules and part 
cattle, they said no. Now, I had a lot of 
young beef cattle which would only 
bring me $% per head up there, and these 
I loaded into the car with my mules. 
This made it cost me $% per head to bring 
down my mules, but I got my cattle here 
for 25 cents per head. 

Then it was that the local butchers 
here tried to beat me out of my cattle. 
They wceculd only offer me $11 per head. 
To avoid sacrificing my cattle, I de- 
termined to go into the beef business and 
sell my own meat. I advertised in the 
papers ‘Young beef by the quarters, 7c 
and 10c per pound.’ Boarding houses and 
people with large families who were pay- 
ing from 15 cents to 20 cents a pound 
for their meat were glad to get my meat, 
and my cattle netted me from $20 te $31 
per head. That is what I mean by selling 
in the dearest market. 

“Yes,”"’ continued the mafor, “I do a 
little of most everything. I'm a truck far- 
mer, a fruit gfower, a dairyman, a bank 
director, and now I find mysel in com- 
petition with Cudahy, Swift and Armour.” 

“In short, major,’’ said I, “you are a 
public benefactor, while you build up 
your own fortunes.”’ rege 

“That's it,” he replied.

fact that she is continually dissipating 
her income in these revolutionary strug- 
gies. And not only this, but the prop@ty 
of citizens and foreign residents has been 
seized or destroyed for revolutionary 
purposes. If Venezuela would only put 
an end to this internal strife and be 
come established on a peace basis, she 
would soon be able to pay ner debts and 
take her stand as one of the rithest and 
most powerful of the South American 
republics.”’ 
Germany’s Deep Design. 

Speaking of the present trouble Colonel 
Scruggs said: 

“It is, undoubtedly, Germany's design 
to see how far she can go without becom- 
ing involved in actual war with the Unit- 
ed States.

Representative of Company Requests 
That Time for Acceptance of 
Franchise from City Be 
' Extended by Act of 
Council. 


Council will meet this afternoon at 8 
e’clock in the city hall for the purpose 
of considering the advisability of extend- 
ing the time for the acceptance of the 
franchise recently granted the Atlanta 
Hlectric Company, which proposes con- 
structing a dam across the .Chattahoo- 
chee river and which desires the right to 
furnish electricity to customers in At- 
lanta for commercial and domestic pur- 
poses, 

Mayor Mims, who has called the spe 
cial meeting of council, was told‘! by 
Colonel A. H. Cox, the legal representa- 
tive of the Atlanta Electric Company, 
that one of the New York men who is 
interested in th® company has been #0 
ill recently as to be unable to attend to 
business and that, therefore, it will be 
impossible to accept the terms of the 
franchise within the specified time. It 
has also been impossible, on account of 
the illness of this gentleman, to proceed 
with the work of floating the bonds of the 
company. ! 

Therefore, he requested that a meet- 
ing of coungl be called for the purpose 
of having the time for the acceptance 
of the provisions of the franchise ex- 
tended in order that those who asked for 
the franchise may not find it necessary 
to take up the matter with the council 
of 1903. To this Mayor Mims assented, 
and that is the question that will be 
discussed this afternoon. ‘ 


An Objection Raised. 

There is another feature of the fran- 
chise that will be discussed by council 
today. Colonel Cox states that the sec- 
tion which prescribes the streets upon 
which the conduits must be laid within 
a specified time names only those streets 
that are already well supplied with elec- 
tricity by the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company. It is the desire of the 
new company to first supply with elec- 
tricity those sections of the city that 
now have difficulty in securing it, and for 
that reason he will this afternoon ask 
council to substitute for the streets 
named others that will pay the com- 
pany for the expense of placing under- 
ground its conduits and completing its 
system. 

Mayor Mims has vetoed two of the 
measures that were adopted during the 
last session of council and these vetoes 
may be transmitted to council for ac- 
tion this afternoon. One veto is upon the 
resolution which declares Murphy avenue 
in West End to be a 60-foot street, and 
the other veto is upon the ordinance 
which makes regulations for the use of 
electric signs over the streets and side- 
walks of Atlanta. 

In the Murphy avenue matter the 
mayor ascertained that the Central of 
(Georgia Railway Company claims 20 feet 
of the street. He, therefore, desires that 
the railroad be given an opportunity for 
stating its case before one of the com- 
mittees of council. Regarding the mat- 
ter of the signs the mayor is opposed to 
all electric signs over the streets and 
sidewalks and therefore returns the or- 
dinance to council without his. ap- 
proval. ° 

If these two veto messages are read 
during the session of this afternoon it 
is not at all improbable that efforts will 
be made to overrule the mayor upon both 
measures,

Thousands of Youngsters To Lay Aside 
Books for Christmas Holidays.

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JEWISH FEAST 
CHRISTMAS At 


Rare Coincidence Is Discussed b 
Jew and Christian 


lanta Will Be the Christmas 
Tree for Poor Children at 
Fire Headquarters. 


For the first time in the history of the 
fying, or it may be the very, first time, 
since none of the writings of the dead 
epeak of it, the Jewish feast of Chanuk- 
khan and the Christian feast of Christ- 
mas fall on the same day. It is a rare 
coincidence when a Jewish feast comes 
on the same day as a feast of the Chris- 
tians, and :Hebrews in all parts of the 
world have spoken of the fact this sea- 
gs0n. 

The Jewish feast, which cqgmes _on_De- 
cember 2% this yeur, is the Feast of the 
Lights, or the Feast of the Dedication. 
Therefore it wil! happen that Christians 
and Jews will celebrate on the same day, 
but for different reasons. 

Chanukkhan is one of the half-festivals 
of the Hebraic church, which falls this 
year on the 25th day of the Jewish month 
Kislez, or otherwise spelled Chisleu. This 
fs the midwinter month corresponding to 
our December, The feast is in commemo- 
ration of the rededication of the temple 
in Jerusalem after the Jewish victory 
over the Syrians under the famous leader 
Judas Maccabeus. 

The Jewish people, having some time 
before this fallen under the yoke of the 
Syrians, were misused in many ways and 
forbidden to worship after their own 
form, but commanded to worship the sta- 
tues of the Syrian gods. The leaders of 
the people revolted with Judas Macca- 
bétise at their head, and although but few 


in number when compared with their ene-~ 


mies overcame their foes. 
The temple, which had been terribly 


desecrated, was cleansed and retllumined 


with the ever-burning lights which were 
known as the “perpetual lights,’’ the altar 
was rebuilt and a feast held. 

At this time the feast is observed not so 
much as a synagogue feast, although 
there are special services in which music 
written for the day is used, the lights 
lit, and a sermon bearing on the event 
commemorated. preached, This synagog- 
ical service is held on the Sabbath of the 
week of the feast, for it properly opens 
an the 26th of the month and lasts for 
eight days, It is especially a home feast, 
however, and one of the distinctive fea- 
tures of its celebration.is that on the first 
night one candle is lit and on the next 
night iwo, and so on, each succeeding 
night being marked by an additiongl can- 
dle unti] eight are lighted. 

Only Three Days More. 

There are now only three more days un- 
til Christmas. To some the intervening 
period will seem like a life-time, while to 
others it will pass only too swiftly. 

The little chap who merely exists 
from December 2 to December 25, in or- 
der to hang up his stocking, will be the 
chief one -who ‘nas a kick coming, ve- 
cause Christmas is still in the future 
and not here now. ’ 

The man who has a house full of chil- 
dren and many relatives would welcome 
with huge delight any legislation looking 
to the postponement of Caristmas, or if 
not that, at least the enactment of a 
law to make it penal for any one to make 
or receive a present of any character. 

If such a law could be passed—but 
there is no danger—many business houscs 
in Atlanta would be forced to close their 
doors for all time. When Christmas day 
has come and gone tnere will be count- 
less empty pocketbooks to tell the story 
of generous hearts and a long list of 
those ‘‘who simply could not be over- 
looked.”’ 

It is very evident that Atlanta will 
celebrate the day this vear in the usual 
appropriate way. There will be plenty 
of gift giving and receiving, and the 
shop keepers can vouch for the truta of 
that statement, unless, of course, it is the 
intention of all the purchasers to ship 
their purchases out of town. 

Trade Has Been Heavy. 


For more than a week past the streeis 
in the down town districts have been 
crowdéd wita shoppers, who have over 
run the stores in an effort to secure; bar- 
gains for young and old. 

The man who has a small stand on the 
sidewalk and sells mechanical toys, the 
workings of which ne gives a practical 
demonstration, is largely in evidence 
these days, as is the man who peddles 
nolly wreaths and bunches 6f mistletoe.

The merchanis 
have informed the chief at what hour to 
visit their stores and the wagons will be 
there to receive the supplies. 

Even on yesterday afternoon Atlanta 
had on its holiday attire. During the af- 
ternoon Whitchall and Peachtree streets 
were crowded with sight-seers who went 
to look at the windows and decide what 
they desired purchasing today. 

The merchants knew what the Sunday 
afternoon strollers would expect and had 
their wirkdows decorated for the purpose. 
There are some very pretty windows on 
the street and they were greatly ad- 
mired. 

It will’*probably be a source of gratifica- 
tion. to many and particularly to the 
merchants of Whitehall street that there 
will be no disorder on that thoroughfare 
on Christmas eve. From Chief Ball, at 
the police barracks, has come an edict 
that there must be no scenes of riotous 
merriment as have on Christmas eve dur- 
ing past years shocked visitors to At- 


lanta and caused regret to citizens and 
losses to the merchants.

One of the 
features of this programme, which will 
consist of songs, dances and recitations, 
will be a recitation in the brogue by a 
real dyed-in-the-wool son of Erin, who 
is said to have a brogue as thick as a 
maiden’s voice of sorrow: 

At noon will come the Christmas din- 
ner, and there will be such a spread of 
choice meats and vegetables in the din- 
ing room as will compare with any of 
the dinners that will be given in the pri- 
vate homes of Atlanta. During the after- 
noon there will be a “smoker,” followed 
by athletic sports in the yard. 

At night Mr. Nye, who is liked by all 
the men, will be in charge of an enter- 
tainment, consisting of instrumental and 
vocal solos and monologues. This will 
be given by Atlanta talent, and the pris- 
oners will compose the audience.

‘THE CHARACTER OF SARAH

of Tebernacie Baptist chufch, de- . 


livered a strong and characteristle 
sermon on “Sarah, the Wife of Abra- 
ham.” The sermon was the second of 
the series on ‘Historic Women in the 


Ola Bible.” 

The pastor spoke on the text, Genesis 
fi, 29: “The name of Abraham's wife was 
Sarah.” 

Der. Broughton sald: 

“Tt is impossible to get any adequate 
idea of the life of this great woman with- 
out considering much of the life of Abra- 
ham, her husband. Many women are 
‘mot content for this to be so. They de- 
‘gire an independent life and a history of 
‘their own. This is contrary to God's or- 
‘der. I have always been very fond of 
Victoria, England's greatest queen, but 
there was one thing she did, shortly af- 
iter marriage to Albert, that has always 
discounted her to my mind. Albert was 
discussing with her some national ques- 
tions when she remarked, ‘Albert, you 
are my husband, but don’t you ever for- 
get that you are also my subject.’ I 
‘have no doubt that this is true of many 
whose wives are not titled queens 

Her Marriage. 

“The first account of Sarah that we 
thhave {s that of her marriage. How dif- 
ferent it was from what a marriage of 
eimilar rank would be today. Nothing is 
eaid of their courtship, whether long or 
short. I can’t believe, however, that a 
woman so sensible as Sarah had a short 
courtship. I don’t believe she would 
jhave allowed it otherwise. Her after life 
‘does not indicate that she was long in 
forming her conclusions. But, somebody 
asks, are yot! opposed to long engage- 
ments? I most assuredly am. I believe 
they are hurtful in almost every way. 
‘But,’ says some young man, ‘suppose 
you cannot get the day fixed any sooner?” 
Then I would find somebody else to fix it 
with. Don’t you imagine that !f you 
don't get her the world will come to an 
end. 

“So far as we know there was no pre- 
vious announcement made of the mar- 
riage of Sarah and Abraham. Nowadays 


.. , the first thing the girl does after the 
| €ngagement 


is fixed is to rush to the 


.| newspaper office and have it announced, 


‘with a picture of herself and her intend- 


ed. I don’t know why this is unless it {s 
to serve notice on other girls that her 
‘fellow’ is mortgageé. Sometimes this 
don’t work well. Not long ago the pa- 
pers reported the intended marriage of a 
young man in New England. He saw 
the announcement and went immediately 
and employed a lawyer and sued the 
girl’s father for damages. It was said 
that he did not deny being engaged to 
her, but objected to being cut out of so 
much fun between then and the time of 
the marriage. 

“Nothing is said of Sarah's charms, 
whether she was beautifu) or not. Of 
course she was beautiful. Certainly if the 
newspapers had anything to do with the 
write-up of her marriage. I never read of 
one who wasn’t. Just any wrinkled-faced 
old maid can get married today, and, if 
she has pull enough for a newspaper 
write-up, she will be pictured as charm- 
ing and beautiful beyond description. But, 
as a matter of fact, Sarah was beautiful. 
She came from Ur of the Chaldees, the 
most famous country in the world for 
beautiful women. To this day the women 
of this section are sold in Constantinople 
at a great price because of their beauty. 
The scriptural account of Sarah given 
jong after her marriage was that ‘she 
was fair and lovely to look upon.’ Her 
beauty was so marked that Abraham was 
constantly afraid that some dignitary 


would fall in love with her and win her 
from him.

At Her Father's in Law. 

“After the marriage Abraham commit 
ted the almost unpardonable sin of ‘tak- 
ing his young wife to his father’s house.’ 
Let me give you girls a piece of good ad- 
vice, don’t you ever go to live at your 
husband's dady’s house. Certainly don’t 
vou go there until after you have been 
marricd a long time. Then, Iet me give 

ou boys a pioce of advice equally as 
good, if not better. Don’t you ever let 
your young wife take you to live at her 
ma’s house, at leasct until you have been 
married a long time, and then don’t do it. 

“f think this was the reason why God 


hind when he started over into Canaan. 
He never would have been Abraham, 
the ‘Father of the Faithful,’ and she never 
would have been Sareh his honored wife 
if that had not been done. Listen to 
what I tell you, younk folks, about this 
matter, it will save you trouble in the 
days that are to come. 


The Cowardice of Abraham. 


“Now, in obedience to God's call of 
Abraham, he took Sarah, his wife, went 
over into the land of Canaan. Soon there 
was a famine in Canaan, and Abraham 
and his family went down into Egypt. 
Here is where the cowardice of Abraham 
showed itself. I hate to speak of it, it 
£0 mars the character and greatness of 
the father of Israel, but we must be true 
to the scriptural record. That is one of 
the evidences to my mind of the inspira- 
tion of the scriptures. They keep ‘back 
nothing. Some one has said that this is 
an evidence of scriztural weakness, but, 
to my mind, /t is the reverse. Had man 
the making of the book he would have 
leT, out many such things. When we 
write the biography of a man we leave 
out everything that would nar his char- 
acter, but when God writes him up his 
life is given as it was lived. 

“As they went into Egypt his thoughts 
turned to his beautiful wife. This is as 
it should have been. Abraham said to 
Sarah, ‘Thou art a fair woman to 100k 
upon: Therefore it shall come to pass, 
when the Egyptians shall see thee, that 
they shall say, this is his wife: and they 
will kill me, but they will save thee 
alive. Say, I pray thee, thou art my sis- 
ter: that it may be well with me for thy 
sake: and my soul ghall live because of 
thee.’ So it turned out that Abraham 
was not thinking so much of his wife’s 
interest and her protection as he was of 
himself. How selfish this thing; how 
cowardly; surely we cannot f{magine 4n 
act more contemptible. ‘Tell a lie to save 
my life;’ it is horrible to think upon. 
But this is not the worst of it. The 
princess of Pharaoh saw her &nd com- 
mended her to Pharaoh, and Pharaoh, 
thinking that she was Abraham’s sister, 
took her to his house that he might live 
with her. Words are not sufficient for us 
here to express our contempt for such 
cowardly conduct. Think of it, a man of 
Abraham's standing, to sell his beautiful 
wife, the one whom he had vowed to 
stand by and protect, to sell her now for 
his own safety. He should have been 
ready to spill the last drop of his blood 
for her defense. ; 

“But Sarah, too, seems to deserve cen- 
sure at this point. I know she ie praised 
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Reveal a multitude of articles 
That will make appropriate presents to 
gladden the hearts of men.

are so numerous, the devil's snares are 
so thick, and ofttimes so treacherous that 
we are not safe one moment outside of 
the Father’s fold. Thank God, though 
we go astray, if we ere truly His, His 
watchful eye is upon us, and Hig loving 
hand will draw us back. 
Sarah’s Blunder. 

“We now come to speak of Sarsh’'s 
blunder. It seems hard to imagine, at 
first thought, she could have made such 
a serious misstep, but when we look at 
it in the light of the facts we are in- 
clined to exercise much charity for her. 
When she and Abraham left Egypt and 
came back to Canaan they brought with 
them an Egyptian girl, Hagar bv name. 
She was to be a domestic in their home. 
Sarah was a very religious woman. She 
was careful of the family altar. 

“I am sorry to gay the old famfly al]tar 
is dying out in our homes. Sometime 
ago a preacher in Tennessee was talking 
to a little boy of Christian parents, asked 
the little fellow what his mother did at 
the family altar, and he answered, ‘she 
bakes griddle cakes on it.’ He thought 
the preacher was talking about waffle 
irons. The idea of a family altar had 
never been presented to him at all. God 
help us to build up the family altars of 
this country, and in so doing we will lead 
the future generation nearer heaven. 

“As a woman of prayer Sarah believed 
God, and desired in no sense to stand in 
the way of God’s plans; so this awful 
mistake was made. The Lord had said 
to Abraham, ‘Unto thy seed will I give 
this land.’ Sarah, his wife, was now nine- 
ty and five years old. She knew that 
from natural causes that prophecy could 
not be fulfilled through her as Abraham’s 
wife. So she arranged to do a thing which 
no other woman in the world would have 
done. She took this Egyptian domestic 
and gave her to Abraham for his tempor- 
ary wife, with the hope that the prophecy 
concerning the seed of Abraham would 
be fulfilled. I know you want to con- 
demn her for this, and so do I, but our 
condemnation must be softened when we 
remember the motive that actuated it. 
She was afraid to stand in the way of 
the fulfillment of the prophecy of her 
God. The result of this unhol- alliance 
was the birth of Ishmael. After this 
God showed clearly to Sarah her blunder. 
He showed her that she herself should 
be the channel through which the proph- 
ecy was to be fulfilled; that though past 
ninety she should bear the son who was to 
bless the world. Sarah repented then of 
her unbelief and the mistake she made in 
consequence of it and claimed the promise 
of God for tuis supernatural work, and 
became the mother of Isaac. 


A New Difficulty. 

“The birth of Isaac brought about a 
new difficulty. It was an occasion fraught 
with both jor and sorrow. Ishmael was 
now thriteen years old. He and his mother 
felt keenly the presence of the new heir, 
and as is always the case this, which at 
first was a suppressed feeling, soon mani- 
fested itself in jealousy. Sarah, how- 
ever, conscious of the fact that it was 
her own mistake that brought about this 
unhappy condition stood it faithfullv un- 
til Ishmael began to mistreat her own 
son. Then the true mother’s endurance 
could endure no longer. She went to 
Abraham and told him that Hagar and 
Ishmael must get; that their tent was not 
large enough for them ail. Abraham was 
true to his marital vow and gave his as- 
sent and more. He told Hagar and the 
boy Ishmael that they must leave. No 
man has a right to jeopardize the happi- 
ness of his home from whatever cause. 

‘But what of Hagar and Ishmael? Are 
they not to have some consideration? 
Most assuredly so. Doubtless, many of 
you have seen that famous piece of art, 
‘Hagar in the Wilderness.’ You have been 
struck by the thin, half starved looking 
boy lying on his back beneath the shrubs, 
while his poor, beautiful mother is agon- 
izing In prayer, saying, ‘Let me not see 
the death of the child.’ I have never be- 
lieved a whit tn the justice of that pic- 
ture. I have never believed that Abraham 
nor Sarah would have submitted to any 
such. Hagar and her son, to say the least 
of it, might have had protection, and I 
believe they had it. I think that that 
beautifu] piece of art which has called 
forth verse and song and started unholy 
indignetion in the breast of many as they 
have looked upon it is the production of a 
false conception of this whole story. Sa- 
rah did exactly right. There isn’t a 
mother in the world today, if she is true 
to her own child and her. family, that 
wouldn’t do the same thing. Suppose she 
‘had done wrong! .Two wrongs do not 
make a right. Ishmael was mistreating 
her child, and that thing must have an end 
and the only way to end it was to sep- 
arate, and since she was the wife of Abra- 
ham and Isaac his lawful child, Hagar 
and Ishmael, as sad as it might seem, 
must go. 

Sarah To Live Forever. 

‘But let us now turn aside from the ups 
and downs in the life of this great woman 
and review some of the main virtues in 
her life. First of all, let us see her ready 
obedience to her husband. I am 6ure 
that she carried this too far. Do not 
misjudge me; surely the man is the head 
of the house.

There is 
no occasion in the world for it other than 
this. There is more money per capita, 
more work to do, and more money for the 
doing than ever before since I can re- 
member.

The world ts the 
ficld and human souls are the standing 
grain white to harvest. 

“As is the natural world, so in the 
spiritual, God has appointed a special 
season for the harvest. There is a set 
time for the ingathering of souls into 
God’s kingdom and if the harvest sea- 
son is neglected the souls are not gath- 
ered. The work! is now ripe to harvest, 
Never has there been a more favorable 
time for the preaching of the gospel and 
for pushing forward the work of reaping 
the harvest. 

“God has been preparing the world for 
this harvest season through the centu- 
ries gone by. His providence has been 
opening wp opportunities for the gospel 
to enter the heathen world and millions 
of souls are now waiting for the reap- 
ers. But the reapers are few, while the 
harvest is great. If the ministers of the 
gospel were the only reapers the harvest 
would never be gathered, the world would 
never be converted. The ministers of the 
gospel are few as compared with the 
soul-saving work to be done.

“BLACK BATTLE OF ATLANTA.” 


Rev. H. H. Proctor Talks of Evils Be- 
setting His Race. 

Rev. H. H. Proctor preached a spécial 
sermon at the First Congregational 
church, colored, on “The Black Battle of 
Atlanta.” His text was HEphegians vi, 11: 
“Put on the whole armor of God.” Among 
other things, he said: 

‘The battle of Atlanta was one of the 
most famous of the recent war. The 
primal cause of that war was the slavery 
of the blacks. But a worse slavery than 
that holds down many of the lower é6le- 
ment of our race in this city. Their 
condition is appalling, and every uplifted 
man of the race should efigage in the 
conflict for their deliverance. 

“Think of the debaséd men that crowd 
the evil places of the city, abandoned 
women walk the streets in great num- 
pers, uncared for children are growing 
up in crime. Last year 11,409 negroes were 
arrested, and their fines aggregated nearly 
fifty thousand doligrs. What a waste! 

“The cause of this sad condition is not 
far to seek. There are in this city nearly 
one hundred saloons, in the most of which 
the blacks congregate in proportion to 
the whites ten to one. 

“Qne remedy for this state of things 
is for the good and upright to create a 
sentiment that will enforce existing law 
against these places and make other 
needed laws. We need, too, more charit- 
able institutions, a home for friendless 
black children, day nurseries and kinder- 
gartens for the children of the mothers 
who go out to work.”

GRAIN CROP OF COLD FINLAND 


Was Almost a Failure in the North- 
ern Part. 

St. Petersburg, December 21.—The aver- 
age grain crop gathered in Finland is 
valued at $30,000,000. The estimated value 
of the 1902 crop is $20,000,000. While this 
is generally distributed throughout 
Finland, it is almost total in the northern 
third of the country. 

Peas and beans generally have failed, 
and the potato crop has not been gather- 
ed; the hay has rotted or been swept 
away by floods. The disaster is due to 
the late spring, the nearly continuous 
chilly rains and the early frost, which 
was recorded August 10. In the north 
there have been only half a dozen days 
when :t did not rain. The rains aiso 
spoiled the fishing. So complete was the 
failure of vegetation that dead birds by 
the hundreds have been found in the 
forest. The crop failure is the worst that 
has been experienced for the last fifty 
years. It is hoped, however, that better 
methods of communication wil] facilitate 
the work of relief and avoid wholesale 
deaths by hunger and typhus. 

Count Bobriokoff, governor general of 
Finland, has issued an appeal for help 
in Russia, and a voltintary relief commit- 
tee has been orgarfiized by Finlanders 
with ‘branches throughout the country. 
The Anglo-American church is affiliated 
with this committee,
